
ZEMC redesignation 
application defeated 
by Town Council

Application denied. 

Those were the words heard 
by representatives from the 
Zion Evangelical Missionary 
Church (ZEMC-) last Wednes¬ 
day evening when their re¬ 
quest for redesignation of land 
was turned down. 

Harry Penner and Willard 
Stauffer, both members of 
ZEMC, were requesting that 
Lots 18 and 19, Block 10, Plan 
474 1 (the parcel of land lo¬ 
cated directly north of the 
church) be redesignated from 
IS (Institutional) to R2 (Gen¬ 
eral Residential) so that a 
multi-family unit could be 
built. 

A public hearing was held 
last week concerning this ap¬ 
plication and approximately 
25 residents turned out to 
voice their opposal to this ap¬ 
plication. 

A petition was presented to 
Town Council with 47 signa¬ 
tures of neighbouring resi¬ 
dents who were opposed to 
having multi-family housing 
in their area. 

Many of the petitioners in 
attendance at the public hear¬ 
ing voiced their complaints, 
saying that a 4-plex would 
take away from the character 
homes in the area, that they 
didn't want the increase in 
traffic and that it would in¬ 
terfere with the historical na¬ 
ture of the area. 

Council even received a let¬ 
ter from Australia, where resi¬ 
dents Alan and Pearl Craig are 
temporarily visiting, stating 
more opposition to the appli¬ 
cation. 


ZEMC Board, addressed those 
in attendance last week, as 
well as council, saying: 

"There is quite a bit of mis¬ 
understanding about what we 
propose to do. We never in¬ 
tended to do anything to that 
piece of property that wouldn't 
be an asset to our community. 
We are open to suggestions of 
what you would like to see 
there as a development." 

Greg Jessop, one of the 
neighbouring residents, re¬ 
sponded by saying, "The only 
issue I have is a multi-family 
development. Duplex, triplex, 
fourplex ... we are saying no." 

Jessop said that he wouldn't 
object to having a single fam¬ 
ily dwelling on the parcel of 
land. 

Once the public hearing was 
closed, council went on to hold 
their regular meeting. 

On the agenda, council was 
asked to make a decision as 
to go ahead with second read¬ 
ing of the bylaw regarding this 
redesignation, or to defeat it. 

Councillor Judy Kaupp 
made a motion to table the 
bylaw until the next council 
meeting. This motion was de¬ 
feated. 

Councillor Cheryl Dahl 
then moved to grant second 
reading to the bylaw, which 
was also defeated by council. 

Now that the ZEMC appli¬ 
cation has been denied, the 
church cannot apply for 
redesignation on the same par¬ 
cel of land for three months. 

There is no word as to 
whether or not the church will 
be reapplying.

Repeat drunk driver 
jailed 

A Sundre man has been 
jailed after being convicted of 
his seventh drunk driving 
charge. 

Steven Robert Brous, 39, 
pleaded guilty in Didsbury pro¬ 
vincial court on Oct. 11 to a 
charge of driving with a blood 
alcohol level greater than 80 
mg per cent. 

The accused was stopped in 
Williams Lake, B.C. on April 
14 after police noticed him 
driving erratically, court 
heard. Brous waived the 
charge to Didsbury for the 
guilty plea. 

Breathalyzer tests taken af¬ 
ter the arrest indicated Brous's 
blood alcohol level was 130 mg 
percent. 

The accused had six prior 
drunk drivingconvictions dat- 
ingfromtheearly 1980s, court 
heard. 

Judge Fraser said jailing 
Brous would protect the pub¬ 
lic-at-large. “Drunkdriversare 
ascourge on this community,” 
said Fraser. 

“I won’t let you be adanger 
to this community. You just 
haven’t learned. The commu¬ 
nity will be protected while 
you are in jail.” The judge 
handed the accused a 90 day 
jail sentence, and a three-year 
drivingprohibition. 


Brous was also sentenced 
Oct. 11 after pleading guilty 
earlier to a charge of common 
assault. 

That ch Jirged stemmed from 
an unrelated attack on a 
Sundre resident when the ac¬ 
cused kicked and shoved the 
victim, court heard. 

“I take full responsibility 
for the assault," Brous told 
Judge Fraser. 

“I should not have kicked 
(the victim).” 

The judge ordered Brous 
jailed for 30 days on the as¬ 
sault conviction, with the sen¬ 
tences to run consecutively. 

It was his second assault 
conviction in two years.

As Murray and Mary 
Forster ei\joy their time living 
and working near the Rose¬ 
bud River with their four chil¬ 
dren, they have come to real¬ 
ize that protectingthis water 
source and the land surround¬ 
ing it is up to them. Luckily, 
they are not alone. 

The Forsters are 
part of the Moun¬ 
tain View Water¬ 
ways Restoration 
Group (MVWRG)- 
a producer-driven, 
locally owned part¬ 
nership that's ad¬ 
dressing water 
quality issues in 
several watersheds 
in central Alberta 
that eventually 
drain into the 
South Saskatch¬ 
ewan River. 

The Forsters 
own and operate a 
farm and livestock operation 
just southeast of Carstairs, 
Alberta. 

Their operation sits on a 
9fi0-acre section of land, with 
hay, barley, and cattle their 
main commodities. 

After realizing previous li ve- 
stock grazing had depleted 
their land's native range, the 
F orsters began taking action 
to bring it back to a healthy 
state. 

"We plan on feneingoff part 
of the creek and turning it 
into a riparian pasture, and 
start rotational grazing," 
Murray F orster said. 

We've taken some of the 
land along the creek out of 
production and we ll put it 
back in rotation again this 
year. We are also planning to 
i mprove a few creek crossings 
and make them more appeal¬ 
ing to cattle. That way our 
cows will stay out of the mud. 

Riparian areas are nature's 
most effective reservoirs, trap¬ 
ping runoff waters that nour¬ 
ish plants and wildlife. 

These same riparian areas 
act as filters as they remove 
excess sediment, nutrients and 
bacteriafrom waterasit trav¬ 
els downstream. 

Although riparian areas oc¬ 
cupy a small portion of the 
landscape, they play a signifi¬ 
cant role in its overall healt h. 

Stream hanks make up 
about two per cent of the en¬ 
tire landscape, while 80 per 
cent of Alberta's wildlife de¬ 
pend on them for their basic 
daily requirements.

Animal amnesty 

Dog licenses for the Town of 
Didsbury will be free of charge 
for the month of January.

Rick Rudy headed 
for Houston, Texas 
next week

Rick Rudy is clearly a man with a lot to be grateful for - a loving 
family, friends and a community committed to see him through his 
battle with cancer. 

More than 200 people attended a Didsbury walk-a-thon on 
Sunday, raising $29,473 to pay for an experimental cancer treat¬ 
ment, Rick's last hope to defeat the brain cancer which has now 
spread to both sides of his brain. 

Surgery held in Calgary on Oct. 3 to relieve pressure on his 
brain caused by a golf-ball sized, Grade 3 tumour revealed another 
Grade 4 tumour on the left side of his brain which doctors say is 
inoperable. 

Cancerous tumours are graded 1 through 4, 4 being the most 
severe as it grows quickly. Doctors would not operate on the 
second tumour because it would cause too much damage; he would 
not be able to function normally. Already, swelling from it has 
caused permanent damage. 

"He is having a hard time comprehending, he is lethargic and 
not really there," said Donna Rudy, Rick’s wife. 

Although Rick remained in the hospital until last Thursday, 
Donna insisted on bringing him home. 

"The doctors are telling us to do what we can to get him 
comfortable, but I'm not willing to. I've told Rick he has to fight. 
They are getting a man ready to die and I'm getting a man ready 
to fight one more round." 

And fight they will. Rick is presently being prepped for his trip 
to Houston. He will leave Oct. 24 for an appointment Oct. 25. 

"We are going no matter what. I don't care if I have to take out 
a second mortgage, we can't wait any longer," said Donna. Their 
16-month-old daughter Alexandra will be travelling with them. 

To pay for the treatment, $200,000 is needed. 

More fundraising events like Elkton Valley Campground's 
benefit dance and silent auction, which raised around $5,000, are 
planned. 

On Oct. 21 the Blue Yak is hosting Rick Rudy night which will 
feature many specials, 50/50 tickets, draws, raffles and a few 
auctioned items. As well, Roy Conley from the Canadian Sign 
Company promises to shave his head if more than $1,200 is raised. 
If more than $1,500 is raised he will shave his moustache too. 

On Oct. 22 the Side Pocket will be hosting a pool tournament 
for anyone 18 years of age and older. Entry fee is $20. You can 
register by calling 556-3809. 

On Nov. 4 at 7 p.m. the Hay City Saloon is hosting an auction.

As of last Friday, the Rudy account held $17,429, not including 
the Elkton Valley fundraiser and the money raised at the walk-a- 
thon. 

"We have gotten so much response, it has been amazing," said 
a grateful Donna Rudy. 


Wild Rose Alliance candidates make final push 

Federal election likely Nov. 27

After months of campaign¬ 
ing by candidates Ron 
Richardson, Alexander 
McLaren and incumbent MP 
Myron Thompson across west 
central Alberta, Canadian Al¬ 
liance party members in the 
Wild Rose riding go to the 
polls on Saturday. 

The winner of the nomina¬ 
tion race will represent the 
party in the next federal elec¬ 
tion, now widely speculated to 
be held November 27. 

The Wild Rose riding in¬ 
cludes Olds, Sundre, Dids¬ 
bury, Strathmore, Airdrie and 
Banff. The Alliance nomina¬ 
tion vote is scheduled for Sat¬ 
urday in Crossfield. 

Thompson won the party 
nomination in 1993 and by 
acclamation in 1997, going on 
to soundly defeat PC, Liberal 
and NDP challengers in fed¬ 


eral elections those same 
years. 

In an interview, Thompson 
said he is fairly confident he 
will win the Alliance nomina¬ 
tion on Oct. 21 and will go on 
to be re-elected to Parliament. 

"You just have to have con¬ 
fidence that things are going 
okay," said Thompson, sug¬ 
gesting his experience in Par¬ 
liament make him uniquely 
qualified to represent the rid¬ 
ing. 

"You know what I've done 
and my accomplishments are, 
I think, quite good. I think 
people who pay attention rec¬ 
ognize that I have accom¬ 
plished many a thing that 
have had a major impact on 
some of the decisions that were 
made. 

"I had a major role to play 
for three straight days devel¬ 
oping our platform, and I'm 


ready to roll and give it an¬ 
other crack." 

A farmer from the Eagle 
Hill area west of Olds, 
Richardson said in an inter¬ 
view that Wild Rose residents 
would benefit from a new Alli¬ 
ance representative. 

"It's time for a change," said 
Richardson. "What I hear in 
the riding is people have been 
happy with Myron 
(Thompson), he's done a good 
job, but at the same time peo¬ 
ple say it's time for a change. 

"I feel that I could fit in 
well. I have a good background 
in this riding. I listen well and 
I have a sense of the issues 
that are affecting people. I am 
compatible with the broad 
spectrum of people in the rid¬ 
ing. 

"There is a desire for people 
to have new faces in there and 
a new approach. I've heard 


that so many times, that it 
would be good to have some 
new blood." 

While Richardson wouldn't 
predict a win on October 21, 
he did say, "I'm happy with 
what I've done. I didn't go out 
to slam Myron. My running in 
this was not a slight to him." 

An Airdrie resident, 
McLaren said Saturday if he 
wins the nomination, he would 
focus his attention on areas other 
than law and order - one of the 
favourite topics of Thompson over 
the past seven years. 

"My attention would be on a 
very different area," said 
McLaren. 

"Rather than focusing on how 
we treat prisoners once they are 
in jail, perhaps we should ad¬ 
dress our efforts a decade before 
they even get there. Children's 
programs, domestic violence pro¬ 
grams.. "It's 60 times more effec¬ 


tive to spend the money when a 
child is in the six to 12 year age 
range than it is to throw them in 
jail when they are 18. 

"Rather than focus on what 
their cell furniture looks like, 
perhaps we should focus on keep¬ 
ing them out of there in the first 
place. The scope of the problem is 
a little broader than what we are 
addressing." 

Asked if he believes he will win 
on Oct. 21, McLaren replied he 
hopes to gamer the undecided 
votes. 

"There's a significant un¬ 
committed vote," he said. 
"That's the ultimate goal." 

Neither McLaren nor 
Richardson have held public 
office. Thompson was the 
Mayor of Sundre from 1977 to 
1980. 

A final Wild Rose Alliance 
candidates debate will be held 
in Olds on Oct. 20. 
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The race is on. 

After numerous debates, open 
houses and speeches, it's come 
down to the final days for the 
three Canadian Alliance candi¬ 
dates for the Wildrose constitu¬ 
ency. 

Each of the nominees has 
certain strengths that appeal 
to the numerous voters in the 
area, as well as certain weak¬ 
nesses. 

First off, there's MP Myron 
Thompson. He has been involved with federal politics for 
a number of years and has accomplished much for the 
country and well for his constituency. His sharp tongue 
and booming voice have made him a dream come true for 
the media and his followers but a nightmare for his 
opposition. Thompson has never been afraid to speak his 
mind and thus, has spearheaded many changes in our 
federal government system. 

But, Thompson has had some bad press as of late, 
with a couple of letters being published in local papers 
about him being in poor health. Thompson says that it's 
not a concern, but there is part of the population who 
believes it's time for a younger candidate to have a shot 
at the position. 

Alongside Thompson, we see Olds-native Ron 
Richardson. A mild-mannered, soft-spoken farmer, 
Richardson is trying to appeal to salt-of-the-earth elec¬ 
torate in the area. A quoter of Canadian Alliance policy, 
he has changes in mind for the constituency and for the 
country. 

Though his quiet ways and middle-of-the-road atti¬ 
tude may not be encouraging to some, Richardson has 
seen a lot of support coming from the Olds and Didsbury 
areas of the Wildrose Constituency. 

Finally, there is Alexander McLaren of Airdrie. The 
youngest of the three nominees, McLaren is looking to 
revamp the system in Wildrose. A chartered accountant 
in Calgary, McLaren is interested in the finances of the 
country and how to make improvements for the Cana¬ 
dian taxpayers. 

Many think his young, fresh attitude will be beneficial 
to the area, whereas some think it may be detrimental. 
Either way, his smooth talking and big ideas have gotten 
the constituents of Wildrose to stand up and take notice. 

Who knows what will happen on Saturday in Crossfield 
when the Nomination Meeting is held. My money would 
have to be on Thompson, just because of his experience 
in federal politics and the changes he has made thus far, 
but that's not saying that a little change wouldn't do our 
constituency good. 

I encourage the people of Wildrose to make the drive 
to Crossfield on Saturday afternoon to cast their ballot 
for the CA nominations. It's better to take part in the 
election, than to sit on the sidelines and criticize the 
choice made.

Now that the in¬ 
mates can pump iron and build 
birdhouses, Drumheller would 
rank as a five-star institution 
that no one would want to leave. 

Given the outrageous affair

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Hog operations not good tor pFederal election: 
clean air, water and land why now? 


Dear Editor, 

There are enough Albertan's 
wanting to build hog operations 
in this province to put stress on 
our clean air, water and land! We 
most definitely do not need large 
foreign companies like Taiwan 
Sugar Corp. coming to our prov¬ 
ince. This company's proposed 
hog operation is of such a size, 
that it is hard to imagine what it 
would be like, with 80,000 stink¬ 
ing hogs pouring out the same 
amount of waste as a city with a 
population of 240,000 people. 
This operation has no sewage 
treatment! 

This company's plans were 
foiled by the hard work of area 
residents in Foremost, now they 
seem to think that it will be ac¬ 
cepted in the Hardisty area. This 
company has said that it will not 
build in an area that they are not 
welcome. It took a showing of 
about 75% of the residents being 
opposed and being turned down 
by both the Municipal Planning 
Commission and the Develop¬ 
ment Appeal Board to get it across 
to them in Foremost. 

The Development Officer in 
Hardisty has approved Taiwan 
Sugar Corp.'s proposal. There are 
at least 1,700 area residents who 
signed saying that they do not 
want this operation under any 
condition. This operation will 
require 43 million gallons of wa¬ 
ter annually. This water will 
come from an area where water 
levels in wells have been drop¬ 
ping over the last few years as 
well as lakes and sloughs have 
been drying up. There will also 
be 40 quarter sections of land 
that will be sterilized to any fu¬ 
ture development that surround 
the 5 quarters that will be owned 
by Taiwan Sugar Corp. A lot of 
this land has been in the family 
for 5 generations. The permit 
has been appealed with a date set 
for later this month. 


If you want to support these 
people in their fight for clean air, 
water and land, call your MLA 
and tell them we do not need this 
operation in our province. We 
would also like to see a cross¬ 
country boycott of all Taiwanese 


products until the government- 
owned Taiwan Sugar Corp. with¬ 
draws its proposal and leaves our 
country.

pushed through without ad¬ 
equate attention. 

Because the ratepayers do 
not believe County Council is 
addressing their real concerns,

Safety and the Aging Driver In Canola 


One-quarter of Canada’s 
population is now over 50. Half 
of Canadians 65 and older liv¬ 
ing in a private household drive 
a motor vehicle. Drivers over 
80 are the fastest-growing seg¬ 
ment of the driving popula¬ 
tion. 

What are the implications 
of Canada’s changing driver 
demographics? 

“Being able to drive means 
independence,” says Emile 
Therien, president of the 
Canada Safety Council. “If 
you’ve driven for most of your 
life, you’ll want to keep driv¬ 
ing as long as possible.” He 
says mature drivers tend to be 
safety conscious, “Many com¬ 
pensate for their limitations 
by driving shorter distances 
and avoiding night driving, 
busy highways and downtown 
areas.” 

Most drivers over 65 use 
their car only a few times a 
week, mostly short trips for 
shopping, appointments or so¬ 
cial get-togethers. However, 
at the onset of winter, some 
drive long distances to warmer 
climes. 

Over the years, road fatali¬ 
ties have dropped significantly 
in all age groups except 65 and 
over. Based on kilometres 
driven, older drivers have more 
collisions than any other age 
group. 

Can seniors be safe drivers? 
Definitely yes, says Therien, if 
they recognize age-related 
changes and compensate for 
them. 

Age-related changes in¬ 
clude: reduced vision, par¬ 
ticularly at night; a decrease in 
depth perception; and movement- 
limiting disabilities such as ar¬ 
thritis and rheumatism which 
slow down response. Medications 
enable Canadians to enjoy longer 
and better lives, but can also 


affect driving ability. 

The main factor in colli¬ 
sions involving older drivers 
are slow response, not seeing 
a pedestrian (car, sign, etc.) 
and interaction with other 
drivers, such as right-of-way 
violations. 

The Canada Safety Council 
offers a few tips to help older 
drivers stay safe behind the 
wheel: 

Vision, Hearing and 
Medication 

• Have regular vision and 
hearing exaiminations. 

• When traveling, always 
wear your eyeglasses or hear¬ 
ing aid. 

• Give yourself time to ad¬ 
just to new eyeglasses and 
have your glasses checked pe¬ 
riodically. 

• Use medications cor¬ 
rectly, know how it could af¬ 
fect your driving and ensure 
you are free from harmful ef¬ 
fects before driving. With some 
medicines, you may not be able 
to drive at all. 

• Always wear your seat- 
belt. 


and watch the entire traffic 
environment. 

• Look for vehicles enter¬ 
ing the road from curbs, drive¬ 
ways and businesses. 

• Be alert for parked cars, 
pedestrians and cyclists. 

• Use rearview and outside 
mirrors often. 

• Check to the side several 
times before turning or merg¬ 
ing. 

• Never assume you can 
take the right of way, even if 
you know it should be yours. 

• When unsure whether you 
should pass or change lanes, 
stay in your lane. 

• Maintain a minimum 
three-second following dis¬ 
tance. Start your count when 
the car ahead passes a fixed 
road mark. 

• When driving in the rain 
or in winter, reduce speed and 
increase following distance. 

• Maintain space cushions 
to the sides and behind your 
car. 

• Plan all your trips, choos¬ 
ing familiar routes and avoid¬ 
ing dense and/or high speed 

Keep your eyes moving traffic. 


• Do no drive if you are 
emotionally upset. 

• Minimize background 
noise. Keep radio volume, air 
conditioning and heater blow¬ 
ing units on lowest setting. 

• Never drive after consum¬ 
ing alcohol. 

• Take a driver improve¬ 
ment course such as the 
Canada Safety Council’s 55 
Alive. 


• Avoid driving at dusk or 
dawn, when visibility is diffi¬ 
cult. 

• Avoid prolonged hours of 
driving. 

• Keep windshields and rear 
windows clean inside and out. 

• Avoid looking at the head¬ 
lights of oncoming vehicles. 

• Concentrate on your driv¬ 
ing and prepare for the unex¬ 
pected.

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QUESTION: I assume you favor a highly structured 
curriculum that emphasizes the memorization of specific 
facts, which I consider to be a very low level of learning. 
We need to teach concepts to our kids and help them 
learn how to think — not just fill their heads with a 
bunch of details. 

DR. DOBSON: I agree that we want to teach con¬ 
cepts to students, but that does not occur in a vacuum. 
For example, we would like them to understand the 
concept of the solar system and how the planets are 
positioned in rotation around the sun. 

How is that done? One way is for them to learn the 
distances between the heavenly bodies, i.e., the sun is 93 
million miles from Earth, but the moon is only about 
240,000 miles. 

The concept of relative positions is then understood 
from the factual information. What I’m saying is that an 
understanding of the right factual information can and 
should lead to conceptual learning. 

QUESTION: Our children are all on their own now 
and my husband and I are free to do some of the traveling 
we have always planned to do when we got them through 
college. But lately I feel too tired even to keep the house 
clean, and too depressed to care about planning or doing 
anything extra. 

I’m only 46, yet some days I can hardly get out of bed 
in the morning. I just want to put my head under the 
pillow and cry — for no reason at all. So why do I feel so 
terrible? My husband is trying to be patient, but this 
morning he growled, “You have everything a woman 
could want ... what do you have to be blue about?” Do 
you think I could be losing my mind? 

DR. DOBSON: I doubt if there is anything wrong 
with your mind. 

The symptoms you describe sound as if you may be 
entering menopause, and if so, your discomfort may be 
caused by the hormonal imbalance that accompanies 
glandular upheaval. I suggest that you make an appoint¬ 
ment to see a gynecologist or other physician in the next 
few days. He or she can help you. 

QUESTION: I’ve talked and talked to my husband 
about how I’m different from him and how I need him to 
be sensitive to my needs. Somehow, he just doesn’t 
“hear” it. I’ve also gotten mad at him about a hundred 
times. How can I get my feelings across to him? 

DR. DOBSON: One very effective way to express 
your feelings is to paint a word picture. My good friends 
Gary Smalley and Dr. John Trent described this tech¬ 
nique in their book, “The Language of Love.” 

In it, Gary told a story about his wife, who was very 
frustrated with him. Gary would come home from work 
and clam up. He had nothing to say all evening. 

Finally, Norma told him a story about a man who 
went to breakfast with some friends. He ate a big meal 
and then gathered up some crumbs and put them in a 
bag. He went to lunch with some business associates and 
ate a big steak. 

Again, he put a few crumbs in a doggie bag to take with 
him. When he came home that night, he handed his wife 
the little bag of leftovers. 

“That’s what you are doing to me,” said Norma. “All 
day the children and I wait to talk with you when you get 
home. But you don’t share yourself with us. After being 
gone all day, you hand us a doggie bag and turn on the 
television set.” 

Gary said hearing that story was like being hit with 
a 2-by-4. He apologized and began to work on opening 
himself to his wife and his family. 

Try creating a graphic word picture to communicate 
your needs to your husband. It is far more effective at 
getting masculine attention than a torrent of hostile 
comments.

“Being a good neighbor is 
one of the basis of all societies. 
How it is defined certainly var¬ 
ies, but in a significant area of 
Mountain View County, Dids¬ 
bury & District Home Help As¬ 
sociation is ready and waiting 
to take calls from those that 
need a variety of assistance. It is 
a way of following Jesus’ Com¬ 
mand to Love ones neighbor as 
ones self. (Mark 12:31) All you 
need to do if you think that this 
volunteer agency can help is 
phone a local number 507-9063 
and leave a message. A volun¬ 
teer will soon get back to you. 

On November 1st there will 
also be office space in use from 
9:00 a.m. to 12:00 Noon, Mon¬ 
day to Friday at the back of the 
Realty World office at 1912 - 
20th Street (Main Street) in 
Didsbury where volunteers will 
be available to help people find 
the help they need. Also watch 
for the Association’s new 335- 
phone number which will soon 
be available. 

How can these volunteers 
help you? What is their role? 
Their role is to try and direct 
you to the people or agencies 
that can provide the services 
that are needed. Sometimes you 
have to pay for the service and 
sometimes a volunteer is avail¬ 
able. Here are some examples of 
the types of requests that volun¬ 
teers might direct to those who 
can help: help with lawn and 
garden maintenance or snow 
removal. Suggestions might in¬ 
clude a local neighbor, a profes¬ 
sional firm, or perhaps a youth 
group hoping to earn a few dol¬ 
lars. Similarly, with cleaning 
inside the house. Other requests 
might include people without 
transportation needing rides to 
medical appointments. Here we 
encourage the use of the Lions 
Handy Bus for local rides and a 
number of volunteer drivers for 


rides to Calgary. Most volun¬ 
teers expect and need some com¬ 
pensation, which is only fair. If 
paying for a service is a diffi¬ 
culty then sometimes a person 
needs to contact Social Services 
first. What about grocieries if 
someone is housebound by rea¬ 
son of illness or infirmity or 
because of the aging process? 
Then there are local community 
groups as well as volunteers 
that will do shopping. 

The aim of the Association is 
to bring together two groups of 
people, those who need services 
and those who can provide them 
on either a volunteer or paid 
basis. Anyone can access local 
businesses by using the yellow 
pages, but sometimes that is not 
the answer, and there is a vol¬ 
unteer willing and able to help, 
perhaps to arrange someone that 
can visit and offer companion¬ 
ship or to share a coffee with 
someone who is shut in. 

Why such an agency? Well, 


after years of Government cut¬ 
backs, community self-help 
groups came of age. In addition, 
with a slowly aging population 
and many younger people hav¬ 
ing struggles because of part¬ 
ners away working or because 
of lack of local family support, 
there are many needs to fill. 
Robert Schuller at the Crystal 
Cathedral in California has a 
saying, “Find a need and meet 
it, find a hurt and head it.” That 
is all part of the purpose. 

New board members are al¬ 
ways welcome, of any faith 
group, or of none, but of the 
initial board members have be¬ 
longed to the local United and 
Anglican churches and been in¬ 
spired by Matthew 25:42-45, 
amongst other verses in the bi- 
ble indicating ways of loving 
one’s neighbor at practical lev¬ 
els. So if you have a need or hear 
of a need, then why not phone or 
visit the new office after Novem¬ 
ber 1st?

Flushing bar helps farmers save wildlife, says DUC 

Device frightens nesting hens to safety. 


Hay farmer Odean 
Trautman of New Norway has 
been giving nesting birds the 
scare for a couple of years 
now. 

And the people at Ducks 
Unlimited Canada (DUC) 
couldn’t be happier! 

While a lot of Alberta farm¬ 
ers cut hay, only a few cut hay 
and save ducks at the same 
time. 

But that’s likely to change 
now that a growing number of 
farmers have field experience 
with a flushing bar, a novel 
duck-saving device developed 
by the Camrose office of DUC. 

“The flushing bar is a very 
simple apparatus and it really 
works to scare birds off their 
nests,” says Trautman. 

He accepted Duck's Unlim¬ 
ited’s offer to install a flush¬ 
ing bar on his tractor two 
years ago. 

Trautman, who hays some 
350 acres a year, simply slides 
the aluminum bar into posi¬ 
tion on a grill guard when he 
takes his first cut of hay. 

Steel chains, half-a-meter 
apart, hang from the bar. 


As the tractor moves 
through the hayfield, the 
chains rustle the grass, flush¬ 
ing birds and other animals 
out of harm’s way. The bar 
fold up for easy transport 
through gates and is easily 
removed when haying is com¬ 
plete. 

“The people with Ducks Un¬ 
limited called me with the idea 
and it seemed like a good project 
to undertake. 

It just seems logical to try 
and protect wildlife,” says 
Trautman. 

Project takes off 

“Flushing bars are being 
used on about 105 farms in 
central Alberta and we’re now 
expanding the program into 
the north-east parkland re¬ 
gion. 

This gives farmers around 
Bonnyville, St. Paul, and 
Wainwright a chance to get 
involved,” says DUC 
agrologist Barry Bishop. He’s 
been with the project since it 
began with field studies in 1994 
and 1995. 

Aware that versions of the 
flushing bar had been in use 


since the 1930s, DUC studied 
their impact on saving the 
lives of nesting hens in hay- 
fields located in areas associ¬ 
ated with high densities of 
wetlands. 

Those studies “showed that 
48 per cent of hens in hayfields 
were killed by cutting equip¬ 
ment when flushing bars 
weren’t used,” notes Bishop. 
With a flushing bar, 100 per 
cent of hens were saved. 

In keeping with its man¬ 
date to work with landown¬ 
ers, DUC surveyed 200 pro¬ 
ducers in areas of central Al¬ 
berta where producers rou¬ 
tinely take two cuts of hay. 

“We asked a range of ques¬ 
tions, described the flushing 
bar and asked if they’d use it. 
Eighty-two per cent said they 
would if it was easy to use,” 
says Bishop. 

Lighter and easier to trans¬ 
port than its predecessors, to¬ 
day’s flushing bar “is one of 
those pragmatic solutions that 
DU comes up with. It works 
for wildlife and it works for 
farmers,” Bishop adds. 

Alvin Metzker agrees. 


“I haven’t hit a duck since 
we started using the flushing 
bar a few years ago,” say 
Metzker, who farms near 
Gwynne. 

This year, the bar also 
flushed a fawn from his trac¬ 
tor’s path. 

As an agency committed to 
helping conserve wetland habi¬ 
tat for waterfowl, Ducks Un¬ 
limited is especially interested 
in the benefits that accrue to 
waterfowl populations when a 
flushing bar is used. 

“But we realize the flush¬ 
ing bar also saves a range of 
other species that also have 
time to flee when the chains 
rattle through the hay,” says 
Bishop. 

DUC research shows 10 spe¬ 
cies, ranging from deer to prai¬ 
rie songbirds, are saved by 
using a flushing bar in central 
Alberta. 

News of its value in pre¬ 
venting the deaths of larger 
animals has brought calls for 
more information from forage 
producers in the U.S. and 
South Africa, as well as from 
other parts of Canada. 


“There’s no question this 
tool has a broad application in 
wildlife management,” says 
Bishop, who hopes flushing 
bars will eventually be in¬ 
stalled on more than 350 trac¬ 
tors in the aspen parkland re¬ 
gion of central Alberta. 

That region is a high-prior¬ 
ity area for North American 
Waterfowl Management Plan 
conservation programs deliv¬ 
ered by Ducks Unlimited 
Canada. 

The cost of the flushing bar, 
$550 with installation, is cov¬ 
ered by DUC if the producer’s 
hayland is in close proximity 
to wetland habitat. 

If a producer’s land does 
not qualify based on wetland 
habitat, instructions on how 
to build a flushing bar can be 
accessed through DUC.

• Canadians favoured a rule 
requiring that all big trucks 
be equipped with electronic de¬ 
vices (black boxes) to record 
actual driving hours (78% 
overall, 50% strongly, 28% 
somewhat) 

These issues tended to cut 
across most demographic cat¬ 
egories as Canadians, regard¬ 
less of gender, education and 
income share similar views 
about truckingsafety onCana- 
da’s highways.

Canadians for Responsible 
and Safe Highways (CRASH) 
released the results of an An¬ 
gus Reid poll on truckingsafety 
today. 

CRASH commissioned the 
poll in order to assess Canadi- 
ans’ attitudes towards safety 
on highways. 

A total of 1,501 interviews 
were conducted by telephone, 
between September 8 and Sep¬ 
tember 15,2000. among a rep¬ 
resentative cross-sect ion of Ca- 
nadian adults, 18 years of age 
or older. 

Results were weighted by 
age, gender and region to ac¬ 
curately reflect the Canadian 
population. 

The results of this survey 
are said to be accurate to 
withint +/-2.5%, 19timesout 
of 20. Please note that the 
margin of error will be larger 
within regions and for other 
sub-groupings of the popula¬ 
tion. 

Bob Evans, CRASH Execu¬ 
tive Director, said today, “Ca¬ 
nadians are strongly opposed 
to allowing truck drivers to 
drive up to an 84 hour work 
week, as proposed by federal 
and provincial government 
officials. This should be a wake 
up call to politicians who are 
the ones accountable to vot¬ 
ers.” 

The results of the Angus 
Reid poll also show most Ca¬ 
nadians are also strongly op¬ 
posed to allowing longer dou¬ 
ble and triple trailer trucks 
that have recently been pro¬ 
posed as a way to reduce the 
impact of fuel prices on the 
trucking industry. 

Following are survey high¬ 
lights: 

• Four out of five Canadi¬ 
ans (80%) felt that roads have 
become more dangerous as a 
result of the increase in the 
number of tractor-trailer 
trucks. 

• Two-thirds of Canadians 
(67%) strongly opposed allow¬

Transfeeder Inc., as well 
as a number of new timo¬ 
thy hay farmers, all ex¬ 
pect to reap the rewards, 
says Barry Bishop, an 
agrologist with DU. 

The project differs 
from traditional DU 
projects because it pro¬ 
motes “production 
changes without any 
change in who controls 
the land,” Bishop adds. 

In this case, it’s be¬ 
lieved the conversion of 
annual cropland to per¬ 
ennial cover, combined 
with low disturbance 
during the nesting sea¬ 
son and late cut dates 
(after July 25), will work 
to the advantage of wa¬ 
terfowl and other wild¬ 
life. 

Increased perennial 
ground cover is a key 
focus of DU’s work in 
the aspen parkland re¬ 
gion of central Alberta, 
where natural habitat is 
on the decline, says 
Bishop. “We know wa¬ 
terfowl and wildlife ben¬ 
efits can occur within an 
agricultural production 
system and we believe 
timothy hay production 
is an especially good fit 
with our goals for habi¬ 
tat conservation in this 
part of Alberta.” 

Transfeeder Inc., the 
nation’s largest timothy 
hay exporter, is involved 
in the project because the 
company wants to ex¬ 
pand its producer base, 
notes Barry Schmitt of 
Transfeeder. 

By cost sharing with 
DU a full-time forage 
agrologist to help new 
producers hone the crop 
management skill needed 
to earn export market 
premiums, Transfeeder 
hopes to help new timo¬ 
thy growers avoid some 
of the mistakes that 
plague first-time grow¬ 
ers. 

In addition to poten¬ 
tial returns of more than 
$300 an acre, timothy 
“diversifies a farmer’s in¬ 
come and varies the cash 
flow because most of 
their costs come at har¬ 
vest, they don’t come up 
front with sprays and 
cultivation,” Schmitt 
says. 

While DU hopes the 
project could generate up 
to 25,000 new acres, “we 
think 5,000 to 10,000 
acres would make this a 
successful endeavor,” 
says Schmitt. 

“Transfeeder would 
rather have new timothy 
growers enter the mar¬ 
ket cautiously and stay 
than jump in without 
taking the time to learn 
what they can do to meet 
export standards,” notes 
Greg Smith, the project’s 
forage specialist.

$10 Pnssession-only licence 
extended to December 31 


A press release from the 
federal government 

The Honourable Anne 
McLellan, Minister of Jus¬ 
tice and Attorney General for 
Canada, today announced 
that the fee for a firearms 
possession-only licence 
(POL) will remain $10 until 
December 31, 2000. 

“The combination of the 
reduction in fees, simplified 
forms and our outreach pro¬ 
gram has been very success¬ 
ful in encouraging Canadi¬ 
ans to obtain gun licences. 
There are now more that 1.3 
million Canadians in compli¬ 
ance with the licensing pro¬ 
vision and applications are 
being submitted in record 
numbers. In fact, more than 
126,000 applications came in 
last week. With the deadline 
only 10 weeks away we want 
to make it as easy as possible 
for Canadians to comply and 
this is why we are keeping 
the fee at $10 until the end of 
the year,” said Minister 
McLellan. 

The fee for the POL was 
reduced from $45 to $10 last 
June and was scheduled to 


rise to $60 on October 15, 
2000 . 

At a recent forum of pro¬ 
vincial police associations 
representing both rank and 
file and chiefs of police, it 
was strongly recommended 
that the government extend 
the reduced fee for the POL 
until the end of the year. 

The government has re¬ 
sponded to this request by 
announcing that the fee will 
remain $10 until December 
31, 2000. As previously an¬ 
nounced, those who paid $45 
are receiving an automatic 
refund. 

Firearm owners who plan 
to get the POL should apply 
immediately because as of 
January 1, 2001, POLs will 
not be available to new appli¬ 
cants. 

New applicants will only 
have the option of obtaining 
a possession and acquisition 
licence after that date. How¬ 
ever, anyone who has a POL 
by the end of this year will be 
able to renew it every five 
years. 

“Without a licence, an in¬ 
dividual will not be in legal 


possession of firearms and 
will not be able to purchase 
ammunition. We do not wish 
to see anyone inconvenienced 
and thus we are encouraging 
people to take action imme¬ 
diately,” said Minister 
McLellan. 

Firearm owners will be 
able to get assistance in fill¬ 
ing out the form from licence 
assistance teams until the 
end of November in a number 
of locations. 

About 100 teams are in 
place across Canada to as¬ 
sist with the application and 
take the applicant’s photo 
for their licence. Times and 
locations are available at 
www.cfc.gc.ca or by calling 
1-800-731-4000. 

Statistics and examples 
show that the firearms pro¬ 
gram is already paying divi¬ 
dends in terms of public 
safety by keeping firearms 
out out of the hands of peo¬ 
ple who should not have 
them. 

More that 2,000 licences 
have been revoked or refused 
since December 1, 1998 by 
public safety authorities.
